This decision has been reached at such a late date that to avoid undue delay in 
the publication of the present issue it is necessary to postpone insertion of references to 
the Academy, Economic Journal and Spectator, These will be included, complete from Jan- 
uary first, in the 2nd issue, and the publishers will continue to extend the list as rapidly 
as warranted by the support received. 

A larger and much more compact page has been adopted in the belief that rapid refer- 
ence will be facilitated.
